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In Washington 

Some Republicans Accused of 
Helping to Finance Lona. ,

WASHINGTON, March 2ff-3^any 
Democrats accept the story that wealthy 
Republicans have been contributing to 
help form Huey P. Long's "Share-the- 
Wealth" clubs, throughout the country, 
in the belief that the stronger the Ix>ui- 
siana Senator in 1936, the wealcer the 
Democratic President and presumptive 
party candidate for re-election. 

Certainly the clubs are growing in 
number, and while he has had rebuffs 
from Legislatures, the Senator is turn- 
ing them away at his meetings. Re- 
cently in the cradle of liberty— other- 
wise Itnown as Philadelphia— thousands 
cheered him iind thousands more fought 
vainly for admittance to the hall where 
the Senator spoke on redistribution of 
wealth. 

Those Republicans who believe it is 
good party strategy to help Huey, rea- 
son on what may be called the "Kansas 
analogy." It is not a high-minded argu- 
ment, and risks go with it. But when 
politics is the game, and office the 
prize, high-mindedness has before been 
known to go out Al Smith's well-known 
window. 

The Kansas analogy derives from the 
contest for Governor of that State in 
1932, when Mr. Roosevelt carried it by 
75,000. In that same election Alfred 
Landon, a Republican, slipped through 
by 5,000 votes, defeating the Democratic 
incumbent. Governor Woodring. The 
explanation is that Dr. J. R. Brinkley, 
the goat-gland specialist, was an mde- 
pendent candidate, and bis strength 
was great and obvious. (He wound up 
with nearly 245,000 votes, only 33,000 
behind Mr. Landon.) 

Republican strategy was based on Dr. 
Brinkley's threat of election, and what 
ia called the psychology of fear was 
clevf^rly employed. Republican strays, 
rebellious against Hoover policies, were 
urged to support their own State ticket 
to prevent the election of Dr. Brinkley. 
It was argued that radical candidacies 
invariably attract nfore Democrats than 
Republicans, even in Kansas (mirabile ( 
dictu!), and that Republicans caeting ] 
for Governor Woodring would mathe- 
matically insure the success of the goat- 
glander. The argument produced the 
slight but satisfactory Landon margin. 

Based on Prophecy for 193G. 

In Republican discussion here this 
history has been produced and trans- 
muted into a situation prophecy for 
1936, with,^thei President as Woodring, 
Huey Long as Dr. Brinkley, a great un-' 
known as the Republican Presidential 
candidate, and the United States as 
Kansas, the thesis requiring the premise 
that Republican.<» in the country are in 
a natural majority as they were in 
Kansas In 1932. Those who accept the 
scenario proceed easily to agreement 
that it is good party politics for them 



lerctore to build up Senator Long into 
a close third-runner for 1936. 
The analogy reveals, upon close -In- 
I spection, seams, gaps and a few large 
' holes, and that is why the Republican 
strategists are far from unanimous in 
agreeing that their money and secret 
support should be given to Senator 
Long at this time. First, the President 
has a personality and ability which 
could not be matched in the Kansas sit- 
uation in 1932. Second, there is no Re- 
publican in sight who, by 1936, could 
reveal the strength which Governor 
Landon took to the Kansas campaign 
four years ago. Third, Postmaster 
General Farley has built up a power- 
ful national organization, fortified by 
such government bounty as the country 
has never known before. And fourth, 
though the hour is late, the Republican 
party has no platform save Mr. Hoo- 
ver's generalities of last Saturday, and 
its representatives in Congress have 
voted in large blocs for New Deal legis- 
lation. 

There is another possibility for a 
kick-back in the ingenious if not edify- 
ing proposal, and this is to be found in 
; the fundamental differences between 
j Senator Long and Dr. Brinkley. Per- 
haps when the Senator is forced to 
.specify in clear and practical terms how 
he will unscramble the Ford plant to 
distribute its wealth, but retain the con- 
tinuity and intelligence of its dominant 
management, his scheme will lose the 
attraction it now appears to have for 
many American citizens. But his pro- 
posals are far more appealing than the 
goat-gland specialist's were. And in 
personal force, ability, resourcefulness 
and daring he is twenty times the peer 
of any of the demagogues who have 
piled up votes in thi.s country since the 
Populists and Free Silverites captured 
the rural American imagination. 

Such a Man Might Be Elected. 

Such a man it would, for two rea.sons, 
be dangerous for Republicans to build 
up. He might possibly be elected Presi- 
dent, and then what lamentations would 
come from Republican centres of wealth 
and conservatism, what reprisals be in 
store for the "only party fit to govern"! 
If the election returns revealed the suc- 
cess of the strategy, the Republican 
party might easily be destroyed forever 
between the embattled hosts of the new 
proletarian dictator and the indignant 
rural and urban middle class which 
could trace the result to this strategy. 

But the other, and much more prob- 
able, reason why the .scheme Is danger- 
ous is that such tactics would be self- 
exposing, would play into the hand of 
the President and the Democrats, and 
would bring such a rush of conserva- 
tives and middle-roaders to Mr. Roose- 
velt as to leave the Republicans a bad 
third, with the trap-door of history 
waiting to receive them along with the 
Federalists and the Know-Nothings. 

Satan is tempting some Republicans, 
suffering over their dismal political 
proHViects, which are complicated by the. 
lack of attractive Presidential timb^rf' 
But wiser counsel would seem to bo that 
instead they take an honorable licking 
in 1936, and gird themselves for 1940.

Methuen Withdraws 

White the action of the Cambrldgf 
and Sonth Boston doR racing groups 
In pooling their intcre.sls furnished the 
most striking development yesterday 
Chairman Connors announced also thai 
.the Kssex County Greyhound Associa' 
'tlon, licensed to conduct doR racing In 
/Methuen, made known the withdrawal 
of their aijplication yesterday. Accord^*. 
■ Ins to Chairman Connors, no reason 
was given for thl.s withdrawal, but in- 
Bsnuioh as some of those interested in 
the Cambridge license were known also 
to be interested in the Methuen propo- 
;8ltion, it is understood that they all 
decided to cast their lot with the Ue- 
Vere track. 

The licenses previou,sly issued by th€ 
State Commission for dog racing in 
Dlghton atid West Springfield were al- 
lowed to stand by vote of the board 
yesterday. 

The licenseeB for the five tracks pre- 
viously issued had been called in for 
the first time last Friday to give 
reasons wliy their lieense.s should not 
be suspended or revoked because of 
their failure to comply with stipulations 
In the licenses that tney sliould file- 
detailed plans of tracks, buildings and 
other racing eQulpment on or before 
March 15. None of the licensees had 
filed such plans, but the State Com-, 
mission yesterday gave all of them a 
clean bill of health on that .score in a 
letter sent to each licensee as foUowsr 

Lenient to Licensees 

"On the order of the State Kacing 
Commi.ssion under date of .March 16, 
1935, directing you to appear before It 
on March 22 to show cause for your 
non-compliance to file with It detailed 
plans, have considered the evidence 
presented by you at such hearing and 
find that you have acted in good faith 
in relation to .such subject matter un- 
der consideration, and also find no 
valid reason to suspend or revoke the 
license to hold dog racing meetings 
■heretofore granted to you by this com- 
mission." 

The conmiission's official announce- 
ment of the withdrawal of the three 
applications for dog racing In Cam- 
bridge, Soiith Boston and Methuen, 
reads as follows; 

"The commission wa.s informed by 
coun.sel for the Old Harbor Kennel 
Club, Inc., of South Boston, Bay State 
jGreyhound Association, Inc., of Cam- 
bridge and Kssex County Greyhound 
Association, Inc., of Methuen tliat for- 
mal application for withdrawal, voted 
by the directors of these corporations, 
of licenses heretofore granted to thei^a 
to hold dog racing meetings at the 
places designated will be filed with the 
oommi.^'slon tomorrow." 

To Ask E^ctension 

Chairman Connors said also that it is 
his understanding that the Cambridge 
and Sonth Bo.ston con.solidated group, 
In their Revere application, will aslc 
authority to operate dog racing for' 
more than the 80 days called tor in' 
their original applications. He said that 
if the Revere application asks for more 
than KjO days' operation. It will mean 
that there will probably be only the 
three dog tracks operating in the State, 
as the total number of days for the 
fhree tracks would leave less than 20

URPRISE MOVE 



Revere Council Grants Permit for 
Dojc Racing; Track When Different 
Organizations Against Action Were 
Awaiting Public Hearing 

The action of the Revere City Coun- 
cil last night in rushing through a per- 
mit for the establishment of a dog rac- 
ing plant, with only two members dis- 
senting, was taken as clergymen, or- 
ganizations and representative citizens 
of Revere were formulating plans to 
protest stK'b action. 

News of the action of the City Coun- 
cil In granting the permit, despite the 
spirited opposition of Councillor Allen 
I'arkor, who made repeate<] demant's 
that no action be taken until a public 
hearing was held, spread through the 

i city quickly, and excited widespread in- 

j dignation. 

) 

Few Present 

Only a handful of spectators were 
present in the City Council chamber 
whon the council, convened as it was 
commonly supposed, to consider budget 
matters, voted to take up the matter 
of the race track, pa.ssed it, and then 
defeated by a vote of 7 to 2 a motion 
hy Councillor Parker for reconsidera- 
tion. In his motion for reconsideration 
of the matter and the holding of a. pub- 
lic hearing, Mr. Tarker was supported 
by Athel M. Cooledge, president of the 
council. 

Only yesterday, the Rev. B. Ambrose 
.Jenkins, pastor of the First Congrcga- 
linnal Church, and secretary of the 
Kevere Ministers' Association, sent out 
notices of a meeting to be lield next 
Friday night. At that time It was 
planned to .velect one of the members 
to repre.sent the organization, at the 
City Council meeting ' next Monday 
night when it supposed that the meas- 
ure, tabled for a week at last Mon- 
day night's meeting, would again come 
up for action. 

It was also reliably reported that the 
directors of the Revere Chamber of 
Commerce, were to be called together 
for the purpose of lilscussing the oues- 
tion of the dog racing track In Itevere 
and the advisability of entering formal 
protest against the granting of the 
permit. 



to offer protests against the granting 
of the permit for the race track. Last 
night these protestors learned with 
chagrin and dismay that the City Cotm- 
cil had forestalled a concerted protest 
by rushing passage of the permit last 
night. 

So (luicklv was the measure jammed 
through that the handful of spectators 
attending the meeting wore hardly 
aware of the signilicance of what was 
taking place imtll It was all over. First 
intimation of what was taking place 
came from the vehement protests of 
Councillor Parker against consideration 
of the matter which had been tabled 
I for a week. 

President Cooledge, however, ruled 
that the race track permit, although 
tabled for a week Monday night, could 
bo taken from the table and acted 
upon last ni«ht. Parlimentarlans, lat- 
er, last night, contended that the presi- 
dent of the council was wrong in his 
ruling. If he was in error, however, 
it was stated, that it is a technicality 
which In no way alters the action tak- 
en by the City Council In voting for 
the granting of the permit. 

Councillor Parker was obviously in- 
dignant at the precipitate action taken 
by his fellow members of the council. 

Entitled to Hearing 

"I am indignant at the manner In 
which this Important matter was rushed 
through." he declared after the meet- 
ing. "In all fairness, It seemed to me 
that on the question of granting a per- 
mit of this kind, which may vitally af- 
fect the entire city, the Council might 
have waited. I felt, and I feel now, 
that the people of the city of Revere 
were entitled to express their opinion 
on this matter, but they were not given 
the opportunity to do so." 

Leaders in the protest movement de- 
clared that they will now seek to have 
Mayor Jomes O'Brien veto the permit 
passed h.v the city council. In this 
case, however, It was pointed out that 
only (ive votes, or a bare majority of 
the council membership, is needed to 
override a veto. 

If the measure is vetoed, however, it 
will mean that the matter must go back 
to the city council for further action. 
In this event it is expected that persons 
opposed to the measure would be out in 
force and possibly by pressure of pub- 
lic opinion cause some of the councillors 
to change their vote. 

May Resort to Courts 

Reports were current last night, also, 
that court action may he resorted to in 
an effort to block the establishment of 
a dog track In Revere. No verification 
of this report could be obtained, how- 
ever. 

Mayor O'Brien, Informed that the 
council has voted to grant the permit, 
declined to say whether or not he would 
veto the measure. At first he said he 
had "made up my mind on the matter," 
but almost In the next breath he de- 
clared; 

"I think I'll have to have a lot of 
advice before deciding on this."

Major General Greely is most widely 
known because of his exploits as an 
Arctic explorer, but he has many other 
claims to fame. 

For one thing, he was the first man 
who enlisted as a private in the Civil 
war who won promotion to the rank 
of brigadier general, by gallantry and 
efficiency. 

Promotion to major general cajne 
later, in 1906. 

Congress, on March IS, .this year, au- 
thorized the President to' confer on him 
the highest decoration within the gift 
of this nation, the Medal of Honor 
which is popularly kno»-ii as the Con- 
gressional Medal. 

This is In the form' of a five-pointed 
star, hanging from a Ijar bearing the 
word "Valor," above which Is an eagle 
and a blue ribbon with l3 stars.

Charge Low Bidders Lost 

Charges that contracts for purchase 
of supplie.« and automobiles were given 
to persons who were not low bidders, 
that he issued orders to put special 
officers in uniform, although It was 
alleged lliat Hultman knew that spe- 
cial officers and Inspectors operate in 
plain clothes In order to enahle them 
the better to apprehend criminals; and 
that complaints agairst night clubs, and 
applications for licenses for taxlcab 
stands were not properly Investigated. 

Another charge was that records, 
(Ingerprlnts and photographs of gang- 
sters were surreptitiously taken from 
police files, and in a general summary 
of the charges it Is alleged that he was 
guilty of mlsfea.sance, malfeasance and 
nonfeasance in that office.

Plan General Denial 

While neither Commissioner Hultman 
nor Counsel Harnes would comment In 
any way last night, it is understood 
that for the most part the defence will 
be one of denial of the allegations. It 
will lie admitted, it is said, that cer- 
t.nin bottles of liquor and champagne 
were taken by the commissioner, but 
they wore taken for purposes of analy- 
sl.'J, nm\ that the tola! amount taken by 
him WHS not 70 quarts or any amount 
approaching that total.

The Bay State GreyhounS Associa- 
tion, Inc., today formally withdrew its 
application for a dog race meeting in 
Cambridge and filed application with 
the state racing commission for a 55- 
day meeting at Wonderland park. Re- 
vere. 

The Bay State group, headed by 
George Funk, president, would conduct 
their meeting, Monday to Saturday in- 
clusive, from May U to July 13. The 
racing would start at 7:30 and continue 
until midnight. 

The site of the track would be on 
the land called Wonderland Park, be- 
tween the Boston & Maine railroad and 
the North Shore road and Intersected by 
tlie North Shore road cut-off. The Bay 
State group, wliich decidt-u to transfer 
their Interests from Cambridge to Re- 
vei-e yesterday, propose to charge an en- 
trance fee of 40 cents and will install 
a pari-mutuel totalizer. 

It begins to appear that the Revere 
track is virtually assured. The Revere 
city council last evening gave its ap- 
proval to the plan by a vote of 7 to 2, 
and the order was sent to Mayor John 
F. O'Brien for his approval. The mayor 
as yet has not indicated whether he will 
affix his signature of approval. 

Meanwhile, resident.? of West Spring- 
' field and Dlghton. angered by the 
action of the state racing com.mission 
in approving permits for dog tracks in 
their communities, are planning to 
storm the State House next week when 
'. the commission grants a public hearing 
i ,in the permits.

West Side License 

From Our Special Reporter 

Bfkston, ilarch 26 — West Springfield 
will have dog racing. The permit 
granted for a track in that town 
stands as originally approved. 

This was the news given out by the 
.state raring commission Kate today, 
after it had conferred with counsel 
for the liccn.sees. The conference re- 
sulted because of a recent order of 
the executive council disapproving 
dog racing and suggesting suspension 
of all permltB until hearings could be 
held in the localities affected. The 
licensees were summoned before the 
commission to show cause why their 
licenses should not he revoked be- 
caused they failed to file detailed 
plans on their planta with the com- 
mission prior to the loth, as stipu- 
lated when the licenses were granted. 

The total number of liccns,l?s in the 
.state was reduced from six to five 
through the withdrawal of the group 
t.hat had been granted a license for 
a track at -Methuen. Xo reason wa* 
gi\'en to or asked by the commission. 

Two other groups announced they 
will withdraw their original applica- 
tions tomorrow for tracks at Cam- 
bridge and South Boston, and apply 
for a new track ,it Revere. Storms 
of protest raised in Soiith Boston and 
Revere apparently were too strong to 
re.sist. The Revere application will 
not he acted upon until a public 
hearing has been held on it. 

The five licensees were given clean 
bills of health this afternoon in the i 
following letter sent out by the state ' 
board; — i 

"On the order of the state racing i 
commi.ssion, under date of March 16, ' 
1!>35, directing you to appear before 
it on .March ?2 to show cause for 
your noncompliance to file with it 
detailed plans, have considered the ' 
evidence presented by you at such '

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' A Prison On Penikese 

An interesting feature of Lewis Parkhui;st's re- 
port to Governor Curley on the men's prisons of 
Massachusetts is that in which he cites the value 
of having the place of confinement for the worst 
criminals located in some place the very name of 
which will brand them as desperate characters. 

While he proposes Penikese as a site for a new 
prison, a reading of his report suggrests that he 
mentions this island chiefly because it is now the 
property of the Commonwealth. Presumably any 
island off the coast would meet the requirement 
which he has in mind, since the very fact of an 
island location, from which escape would be very 
difficult, gives people an impression that the prison- 
ers imprisoned on it must be of the extremely 
dangerous type. 

Penikese would probably heighten that impres- 
■ion, if anything, because the last time it at- 
tained any prominence it was as the home of the 
Massachusetts leper colony; and although victims 
of this disease were in no sense criminals, leprosy 
is a word of sini-ster implications even now when 
cases of it are rare, and a large mea.sure of suc- 
cess has attended new ways of treating it. 

Mr. Parkhurst's objections to Concord, where 
the structure now used as a reformatory was built 
originally for a state prison, is that Concord is 
associated chiefly as the scene of the famous bat- 
tle of the Revolution and the home of such men 
as Ralph Waldo Emerson. Moreover, mention of 
the prison there suggests rather a reformatory 
than a place for desperate criminals. Mi-. Park- 
hurst is strongly in favor of an island which will 
be to the state what Alcatraz prison in San Fran- 
cisco Bay is to the federal government— a place 
for the confinement of criminals of the killer type. 
He mentions Penikese, but one infers that if 
Massachusetts had a Devil's Island in all other 
respects suitable, he would favor that on account 
of its name. 

Evidently, Mr. Parkhurst has made no first 
hand study of Penikese to determine its suitability 
for a prison site. Its area is usually given as 
about 100 acres, which might be large enough for 
the purpose. When the leper colony was in ex- 
istence, it was generally understood that the water 
supply was no greater than was needed, 'and the 
question of whether there would be water enough 
for a prison to house 600 inmates, exclusive of 
administrative personnel, would be one of the first 
things to he considered. As the island is not far 
distant fiom Cuttyhunk, some objection to the 
pnson idea might be expected from that source.

This job is the one that will have 
the most to say about the Quabbin 
reservoir job for the next few years, 
and certainly that means a lot to 
Ware. 

Last December Governor Ely drop- ' 
ped Chairman Davis B. Keniston as 
chairman of the Metropolitan District 
Commission and appointed in his place 
Eugene C, Hultman, who had been 
police commissioner of Boston. Now 
Governor Curley wants Hultman out 
and to get the opportunity to appoint 
his own choice. 

The chairman of the Metropolitan 
District Commission is automatically 
the chairman of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Water Supply commission, which 
is building the reservoir. 

Of course the engineering problems 
of the reservoir and their settlement 
will not be affected by the proposition 
of who is chairman. On the other 
hand, the chairman exercises the larg- 
est measure of authority on such 
points as these: 

Who will get the contracts? 
What will be the policies regarding 
employment of labori' 

What will be the policies regarding 
settlement of land and other damage 
claims? 

It is quite possible that the present 
delay in calling for bids for the mil- 
lion dollar caisson job at West Ware, 
is mixed up in this situation. The bids 
have not yet been .asked; it was the 
plan last fall, anyway, to get these 
caissons built in 193 J.

' Parole and Prison Problems 

Former Senator Lewis Parkhurst, one of the 
strong supporters of the Norfolk plan for deal- 
ing with offenders who give evidence of possess- 
ing the inclination to become self-supporting and 
law-abiding citizens if given the chance, has re- 
cently recommended to G overnor Curley that a 
harbor island be utilized forTlic incarceration of 
the incorrigibles and those convicted of crimes 
Which show it is unsafe to have them mingle 
with lesser offenders. 

Another authority on penology, Director San- 
ford Bates of the United States Bureau of Pris- 
ons, has adopted a similar policy to that advo- 
cated by Mr. Parkhurst, much to the discomfort 
of some notorious criminals who find the work 
and restrictions of Alcatraz Island far less en- ' 
' joj'able than their former quarters at either At- 
-JS'nta or Leavenworth, Yet both Mr. Bate?, pnd 
Mr. Parkhurst have been accused of being "eoft" 
because they have used common sense in favor- 
ing a system which aims at discharging p con- 
vict with the will and the ability lo become a 
laW-abiding and useful member of sociely in- 
stead of sending him out at the expiraticn of 
hia sentence with the determination lo "get 
evqn" with the world. 

The philosophy of Mr. Bates in dealing witli 
the criminal was well expressed at a recent 
meeting in Boston in defending the parole sys- 
tem. He said;— 

libw can we assimilate this small army 
of UTifortunate, under-privileged or vicious 
individuals? How can we stii! further 
carry out the first requisite of a wise ))pnal 
system —the protection of our communities? 
The. system of discharge whicli we call 
parole provides tho answer. 

Most of the present-day critici.sm of par- 
ole would be avoided if wc could discrimin-. 
ate between pardon, or clemency, or lenien- ' 
cy, or premature discharge from sentence, 
on the one hand, and the ideal of parole ns a 
necess ary sequence to every prison sen- 
tence, on the oilier. 'I'lie purixj.se of parole 
i.s (o adjust the prisoner in Ihc community; 
to time his release so that he may go out at 
a favorable opportunity with work to do, 
with a home to go to and under an obliga- „ 
tion to society rather than with the feeling ' 
that he ha.s paid hi.s debt in full. 



No one defends the ajnlsas of the system 
or condones the release of known gangstcis 
and desperadoes. These men should be kept 
in prison just as long as there is any doubt 
whatever about their ability to be relea.sed 
with safety to the pul)lic. But there is dan- 
ger that these miscarriages of justice, these 
abuses of parole will be emphasized out of 
all proportion to their importance. Undoubt- 
edly there are too many of thi.s kind of mis- 
take. The killei', the kidnapper, the gang- 
ster, who happens lo have been released Iiy 
way of parole is a blatant and continualad- 
vcrtisement of such failure. The hundreds 
of thousands of men who are helped to re 
adju.st themselves through ],arolc niu.st nec- 
essarily remain anonymous. 

When we are able to see this question in 
a detached emotionless way, we shall re- 
quire parole, as well as probation and pri.-^on 
rehabilitation as an integral an4.|ecessHry 
part of any penal system. We slfail rfecon- 
tinuc our criticism of the method ai\d con- 
centrate upon the improvement of its ad- 
ministration.

Pre-Primary Convention System So Un- 
satisfactory Last Year That Legislature 
Should Repeal the Law 



The pre-primary convention system failed so badly 
when tried out in Massachusetts last year that it is difficult 
to understand how anybody could seriously urge its con- 
tinuance. Nevertheless, the Republican state committee 
was placed on record as opposed to the repeal of the law, 
when a public hearing was held this week at the state 
house on the proposal to eliminate it from the statute 
books, and prominent members of that party also urged its 
retention. 

The soundness of the plan was open to grave doubt 
far in advance of the holding of the Democratic and 
Republican conventions last year, because only about ten 
per cent of all the registered voters of the state partici- 
pated in the April primaries for the selection of delegates 
to them. Incidentally, those primaries cost the cities and 
towns of the commonwealth the important combined sum 
of $250,000, It was reasonable to believe that delegates 
chosen by such a minor part of the electorate could not 
accurately reflect the wishes of even the majority of the 
voting members of their parties in the matter of candidates 
for state office, and the results of the September primaries 
furnished strong support of that contention. 

The Democratic convention endorsed General Charles 
H. Cole as the party candidate for Governor by a one- 
sided maz-gin over Hon. James M-.- Curley. Notwithstand- 
ing, the latter ran for the nomination at the fall primaries, 
easily defeated General Cole and then went on to be 
elected chief executive of the commonwealth by an over- 
whelming margin. The Republican party leaders felt that 
their co""entior cou''' accomplish something they, had 
bee endeavoring unsuccessfully to do for twenty years, 
namely the elimination of former State Auditor Alonzo B. 
Cook from their state ticket. Mrs. Elizabeth W. Pigeon 
was endorsed, but Mr. Cook was a candidate nevertheless 
and defeated her at the fall primaries. The fact that 
most of the endorsed candidates were nominated in Sep- 
tember did not justify the conventions, because most 
political experts figured that the results in their contests 
would have been just the same even if the conventions had 
not been hold. Actually, the main body of voters indicated 
their lack of sympathy with the convention idea by their 
absence from the April primaries and by their disregard 
at the September primaries of two important choices of the 
conventions of the major parties. Clearly, the system has 
been given a fair trial and has fallen far short of war- 
ranting the expenditure of time, effort and money it 
involves. 

Governor Curley advocated the repeal of the law in 
his inaugural address, and prominent Democrats urged 
that action at this week's hearing. The legislature should 
take that step, but in the event that it does not, announce- 
ment has already been made that an initiative petition will 
be launched to submit the matter to the people at next 
year's state election. Their vote is likely to be indicative 
of strong disapproval of the law and in favor of its 
elimination.

BOSTON, Marcli 27.— Plans to 
promote the increased coneumption 
of flsh were outlined at a meeting 
today of Governor_Curley, members 
of the Governor's council, represen- 
tatives of the fishing industry, state 
officials and depar;ment heads. 
Included in the program ie a pro. 
(Ijjosal that use of fish in state insti- 
tutions be increased one-third at an 
estimated saving of $30,000 annu- 
ally. 

Another recommendation calls 
for an advertising campaign by the 
Division on the Necessaries of Life, 
the Fisheries and Game division, 
the Division of Marketing and Agri- 
culture and Division of Marine 
Fisheries. 

The employment of between 500 
and 1000 ERA workers to make a 
house-to-house canvass to encour- 
age greater use of fl-'?h is still an- 
I other element in the plan. 

Further employment of ERA 

j workers, with domestic Bcience 

, skUl, to instruct stewards of state 

institutions in methods of serving 

fish, also is proposed. 

The greater use of fish in city and 
' town institutions is euggested. 
The adoption of resolutions fa- 
voring a high protective tariff for 
I the ftshing industry was included 
1 in the program under discussion. 
I ■ Dcpartmeiu heads told the Gov- 
ernor and the council that fish is 
served twice a week in state insti- 
tutions and that the cost of meat 
is much higher than fish. It was 
suggested by Governor Curley that 
flsh be served three times a week.

In December, 1933, Healey returned 
to California with his aunt and re- 
mained about Los Angeles, undis- 
turbed by police, until May, 1934, 
when he drove ills aunt back to 
Fi-aniingham and returned to his 
work- in New York. While in Los 
Angeles he .sang at night clubs under 
the name of Jack Carroll and made 
no egort to conceal himself. ^

Wanted Here Since Last Jane 1 

Framlngham police first received 
word from California last June 7 
that Healey was wanted. At that time 
thcv found he had left here the day 
previous. Yesterday it was leaVned 
that he returned to visit a rela^ve , 
on Sunday night. When police went \ 
to arrest him they found that he had 
gone on a New York bus. The bus 
was halted at Framlngham Centre by 
Chief William W. Holbrook and Capt. 
Thomas P. Bamicle and Healey was 
arrested. He was taken unawares 
and said he had no chance to get 
away. He appeared anything but 
desperate. 

Chief Holbrook wired to Los An- 
geles of the arrest and later in the 
afernoon received a reply that indict- 
ments were on the way by air mail 

and that officers were on tlfe way..! 
Japanese Killed in Holdup | 

MeanwhUe, from Lbs Angeles it was ^ 
learned that Dist.-ACty. Huron Fitts, 
had moved to extradite Healey on a 
charge of murder aM robbery. The . 
charge is in connection with the 
death of Danski Kubo, a Jap^inese, 
in Los Angeles on Feb. 4, 1930. while 
Kubo was resisting a holdup. Two 
men, Paul Hayes and H. Winslow, 
were airested and later released. 
While Hayes and Winslow were be- 
ing held letters and a telephone call 
were received by the police from some 
party who said he was the killer and 
that the two men arrested were inno- 
cent. 

Healey was later arrested. Com- 
parison of the handwriting 1» tlw 
letters, with that of Healey. is cflalm- 
ed to be the same. Healey's gun, was 
said by firearms experts to have flree 

the bullet that killed Kubo, it was 
reported. Healey escaped through a 
second-story window by swinging into 
'A palm tree at that time. 

Letter to Los Angeles Police 
According to Los Angeles police, 
Healey was arrested after a chase, as 
he was fleeing from a drug store 
holdup. He escaped from the police 
.station, leaving beiilnd him. they 
allege, a shell which matched that 
found at the scene of the slaying of 
Kubo. 

The letter sent to the district-at- 
torney, as Hayes and Winslow were 
about to be placed on trial for mur- 
der, Hayes having been partially 
identified by Kubo's widow, read: 

"I'm the guy who killed Kubo, the 
Jap. Hayes is not the guy. I went 
into the store at 9 p. m. I had been 
watching the place acrcss the street 
behind the billboards. The Jap was-

■ West SprinKfield, March 27— The 
louiidinR permit for the Memorial-ave- 
nue dog racing plant of the Crescent 
Kennel club, inc., has not yet been 
applied for, Atty Frank T. R.alci.ah, 
secretary of the WeSt SprinKfield 
b(Mrd of .selectmen stated this after- 
noon. In the opinion of ob.server.s. ^ 
however, the permit will not be sousht i 
until the clo.se of the hearing today 
bv the committee on state administra- 
tion, whicii may report favorably on 
the Putnam amendment to repeal 
temporarily the dog racing provisions 
of the state racing act until another 
amendment is voted on at the state 
election next year. 

Sidney .7. Harris, local manaser of 

the plant, was in Boston today for 

the hearing and could not be reached 

for an offlcial declaration of his in- 

I tentions. 

Ijocally, argument continued for 
and against the action of the state 
racing commission, which yesterday 
approved the We.st-side dog track. 
and cleared,^he w.ay for construction 
to begin. ' 

Several .strong expres.sions of dis- 
appointment and even of resentment 
were heard today both in West 
Springfield 'and in this city, although 
there werd a numT.rr of people -nho 
felt that nog racing w,i.s inevitable 
and that the battle against it and in 
the face of the vote of approval last 
year, was u.iele.s.s. 

The strongest reaction came from 
Rev Arthur K. Kcimel, chairman of 
the citizens' steering committee, op- 
posed to dog racing, who stated that 
the citizens of thi.s area should siX'k 
the ouster of Charles Connors and 
William F. Knsign. st.ate racing com- 
missioners, who di.srftgarded tlie sen- 
timent shown at the public hearing 
held in tiie West Springfield town hall 
and allowed the plant to locate on 
the West side. 

Mr Keimel'a statement follows: — 
"We of the citizens' steering com- 
mittee of this area oppo.sed to dog 
racing are not convinced that the 
.state racing commission carried out 
the spirit and intent of the advice re- 
cently given by the governor and 
governor's council to revoke dog track 
Itcen.ses alretvily granted and not to 
grant such licenses in the future 
without public hearings In the com- 
mVinltles where dog tracks were pro- 
po.sed. We feel certain that the gov- 
ernor'.i council gave their advice to 
the racing comnu'.V!ion liecnuse the.y j 
Reused the conslanti.v growing state- 
wide opposition of the citizens (o dog 
racing parimuttiel gambling in (he 
enminonwealth.

After stating how the commis- 
sion ran 'rough.shod over public opin- 
ion and local sentiment' the editorial 
asked, 'What consideration carried 
such weight with the state commii?- 
slon that it thus defies public senti- 
ment? .Should anything weigh more 
with a bwird composed presumably of 
servants of the public than the open- 
ly expressed and unmistakable senti- 
ments of the public? If this commis- 
sion isn't serving the public, whom Is 
It serving?" 

Function "^Iscondtmed" 
"The state racing commission has 
again in this instance misconstrued 
its function to protect the interests 
of the dog racing promoters rather 
than the interests of the public. They 
eertainlv do not consider themselves 
the .servants of the citizens, and un- 
like Orover Cleveland they do not 
consider 'public otrice a puliiiir trust. 
"The economic and moral mterest.s 
of the citizens of Western Massachu- 
setts opposed to the dog racing rnen- 
ace will he flo'ited and jeopardized 
.so long as the two men who voted 
for the West Springfield dog track 
license despite overwhelming and 
united opposition contiaue as mem- 
bers of the state racing commission. 
One of them has been made the new 
chairman. The citizens of this area 
and of the commonwealth should de- 
mand that both Mr Connors and Mr 
Ensign be removed from the state 
racing commission because tliey have 
not and seemingly will not consider 
the larger Interests of the public, but 
have served and evidently will con- 
tinue to serve solely the interests of 
the dog racing promoters. 

Against Racing ETerywhere 
"The state commi.ssion and state 
public omciats should not mistakenly 
think that we are only against the 
West Springfield track location, for 
we ore against the inherent moral 
rottenness of the dog racing evil 
everywhere in our fair common- 
wealth.

Commlsglon Okehs West Side Llcenne 

Boston, March '27— West Springfield 
will have dog racing. The permit 
granted for a track in that town 
stands as originally approved. 

This was the news given out by tiie 
state racing commission late yesterday 
after it had conferred with counsel 
Cor the licensees. The conference re- 
sulted because of a recent order of 
the executive council disapproving 
dog racing and suggesting suspension 
of all permits until hearings could be 
lield in the localities affected. Tlie 
licon.see.s were summoned before the 
commission to show cause why their 
licenses should not be revoked he- 
caused they failed to tile, detailed 
plans on their plants with the com- 
mission prior to the IJtli, as stipu- 
lated when the iicen.ses were granted. 
The total number of Iicen.ses in the 
state was reduced from si.v to five 
through the withdrawal of the group 
that had been granted a license for 
a track at Methucn. No reason was 
I given to or asked by the commission. 
The five licensees were given clean 
bills of health yesterday in the 
following letter sent out by the state 
hoard: — 

"On the order of the state racing 
comml.ssion, under date of March 16, 
1435, directing you to appear before 
it on March 22 to show cause for 
your noncompliance to file with it 
detailed plans, have considered the 
evidence presented , by .^u at such 
hearing and find that .vou have acted 
in good faith in relation to .such sub- 
ject matter under consideration, and 
also find no valid reason to suspend 
or revoke the license to hold dog rac- 
ing meetings heretofore granted to 
you by this commission." 

It was explained the West Spring- 
field permit stands as originally ap- 
proved, as does that in Dighton. If 
the Revere pm-mit is granted, it np- 
i pears there will be only three tracks 
in the state — at West Springfield, 
Dighton and Revere, as these will 
ii.se up the entire time permitted by 
the law to such lacing. 

The Massachu.setts Racing associa- 
tion, inc., with offices in Bo.ston, to- 
day filed an application with the com- 
mission for a license to operate a

Substitute for a Lot of 

Things 

BOSTON, Ma)-ch 27 (/T'l— Victories 
for those Soutli Boston and Me- 
thuen residents who waged a bitter 
battle against dog racing in thos<; 
localities were indicated yesterday 
wlien the Ma.ssacliasetts Racing 
Commission announced it had re- 
duced the ninnber of dog- track jjer- 
mits from five to three. 

The commission, according- to its 
, present plans, will authorize the 
construction of dog tracks in Re- 
vere. Dighton and West Spriixgfleld. 
The reductions resulted w-hen the 
Essex County Greyhound Associa- 
tion, Inc., which had been granted 
a license to oix^rate in Methues^, 
withdrew its application and two 
other successful applicants, the Bay 
State Greyhound Association, Inc., 
and the Old Harbor Kennel Club, 
Inc., wlnich had been granted li- 
cen.ses for Cambridge and Soutli I 
Boston, resix?ctively, decided to pre- 
sent a new ajid joint application for ' 
a track in Revere. 

The commission indicated it would 
not approve the Revere permit until 
after a public hearing. After issuing 
the five original permits, the rac- 
ing commis.sion. following the sug-^ 
gcstion of the Go\-ornorVs Council " 
ordered all of them held up until 
protestants had an opportunity to be 
heard. 

The commi.ssion announced the 
filing of an application by tlie 
Massachusetts Racing Ay^ociation, 
line., for a license to oiierate a hor.-:e 
race track in Franvingham from 
June 15 to July 31, inclusive, and 
from October 1 to October 29, in- 
clusive. The petition was presented 
by Paul J. Bertelson of Boston, Gro- 
ver C. RiclMrds of Attloboro and 
James H. Vahey of Brookliue. 

When Gov. James M. Curley 
learned of the conunission's axjtion 
he commented that the proposed 
dog tr;ick in Revere might be "a 
good solution," pointing out that 
Revere is an anutsement center. 

The Governor said he felt tliat if , 
a horse racing license was to be Is- 
sued, the location .sliould be ap- ! 
proved by April 1. He relocated his ' 
announcement tliat he ttX)uld con- 
fer wit.h members of the racing com- 
mission today in order that a license 
might be issued as .soon a,s iwssible. 
During a discu.s.'^ion the Governor 
said he thought it miglit be "good" 
to have a state lottery operated 
here. "It might be a good substitute 
for a lot of things," he declared.

J. A. Holmaii., manager of the 
local WBZ station, recently noti- 
fled Gov. Curley that his station 
would be pleased to continue its 
, present arrangement of giving the 
' Governor 15 niinutea of free time 
each Tuefiday night at 6.1.S 
o'clock, but that Grant no longer 
would be permitted to suhstitutp 
for Mr. Curley leet the radio cor- 
poration he eubjeeted to suits for 
slander. 

Holnian said the station had 
been flooded with protests against 
the character of several of (Jranfs 
art(lresfle,« in which individuals 
were eubjecled to ahu.fe and vili- 
fication -without being given ade- 
quatB opportunity to defend 
themeelvps against- the attacks.

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STATE AUDITOR AT 
/ DEMOCRATIC MEETING 



Achievements and aims of the 
present state a.cbninistration were de- 
scribed by State Auditor Thomas II. 
"Buckley of Abington, speaking before 
a combined Democratic ni^eting- at 
210 Main street, last night. Hiring 
friends and firing politital enemies, 
said Mr. Buckley, does not constitute 
a major part of the activities of a 
itate officer in an administration 
which is working steadily towards a 
program of work and wages. 

A large portion of Mr. BucKiey's 
talk was devoted to the problems of 
;he fishing industry which the state 
recognizes as one of Its four great 
industries. 

Following the talk by Mr. Buckley, 
the audience of some hundred men 
md women were entertained by 
jance numbers oy Misses Dorothy 
Oigdon, Estelle Oliver and Eva Hep- 
oer, pupils of Miss Mary Delaney's 
school of dancing. The committee, 
under Mrs. J. Roland Cahill, served 
a buffet lunch to those present. 

Owen E. Steele, chairman of the 
(^ity committee, presided. A reserve 
army ofRcer, he has been serving at 
Oamp Devens and came here espe- 
cially for the occasion, sUll in uni- 
form. 

The Speaker 

Mr. Buckley's address follows: 

The fishing business is one of the 
oldest industries in Maissachusetts 
and started! on Cape Cod as far 
back as 1602. It was claimed by 
-cnown writers that the Pilgrim Fa- 
thers fished before they farmed. 

A cargo of salt fish was sent from 
Gloucester to Bilbao, Spain, in W2'i, 
and it wa.s recorded that Plymouth 
sent a cargo to Europe in the fol- 
lowing year, 1624. 

The first fish wharf was built in 
Gloucester in 1624. In the e&rly 
days the mackerel fishery at Cape 
Cod was held by the Government of 
the Colony at Plymouth as public 
property and its profits were ap- 
propriated for public uses. The rec- 
ords show that it was rented from 
time to time to individuals who paid 
stipulated sums and that a part of 
the fund to support the first free 
school contributed by the Pilgrim Fa- 
thers wns obtained from this source. 

The ilsheries constituted one of 
the magnets which drew the Pilgrim 
fathers to the shores of Massachu,- 
.setts. It i,s, known that before sailing 
for this country they were in pas- 
session of Captain John Smith's rec- 
ords of a plentitude of flsli, also hfs 
charts, and other reports all tending 
to show a great wealth of fisheries 
off the shores of Ma.ssachusetts. i 

As an indication of the importance 
with which the fisheries were held, I 
it Is well to note that the Sacred i 
Cod was hung in the old State 



House in 1784 in the Boom then oc- 
cupied by the House of Representa- 
tives. 

I am firmly convinced Uiat it is 
our duty as members of the present 
state administration to work actively 
for the preservation and advance- 
ment of the fishing industry within 
our Commonwealth. 

It is, according to our histoi-y, one 
of the old&st industries in the coun- 
try. When we realize that more than 
$11,300,000 worth of fishery products 
contributed to the prosperity of our 
state in 1934, in competition with

more than 23,000,000 pounds of sea- 
food from Canada and other .states, 
as well as more than 800,000 pounds 
of swordfish from Japan, I feel that 
its advancement and protection is a 
fundamental need in the business ol 
our Commonwealth. 

The first problem that might be 
directed by our committee to the at- 
tention of the Washington authori- 
ties is the proper figure on the sur- 
plus, and with the determination of 
that .surplus, arrange for-^the pur- 
chase by the government for trans- 
portation to inland points which, at 
the present time, are not part of 
the developed trade outlets. As a 
further help to Massachusetts direct- 
ly, this surplus could be processed 
and frozen in this city and on the 
rastcwn ;-;hore for disposal in the 
Middle West. 

Admittedly one of the strongest 
body-building foods, one lack of the 
indu.stry lias been the failure of .so 
manv of our fellow citizens to ap- 
preciate the food value and taste of 
sea products.

Perhaps in this city, one of the 
most important features of the fish 
■situation would be the development 
of the mackerel catch from 35,000,000 
oounds to 50.000,000 pounds, which 
would enable the mackerel fishermen 
to operate throughout the entire sea- 
;on, thus obtaining a living wage, 
which is the basis of all our thoughts 
md de.sires. 

We may properly criticize and 
suggest, that the Federal government 
has failed, up to this time, in the 
aiding of the fish industry by eitlier 
protection or increasing the 'market. 
In our own state, of course, the Bu- 
reau of , Marine Fisheries has been 
an.xious to co-operate, and under the 
present head is endeavoring in every 
way to bring about an incfea,sed co- 
operation with the men employed in 
the fishing industry. It is a depart- 
ment which with encouragement on 
the part of the men directly con- 
cerned, could be made of consldercible 
service to the development of the 
ashing industry. 

There is a fishing business invest- 
ment in Massachusetts of approxi- 
mately $2,5,000,000 with a production 
value of about $12,000,000 a year In 
Addition we find that the industry 
;pends for labor and materials in 
[connection with fishing, a figure of 
I ipproximately $9,000,000 a year. Be- 
muse of the.se large investments and 
axpenditures, we feel that every bit 
of encouragement should be given to 
whatever means will best bring about 
increased use of fish, as well as in- 
creased labor for the men in the 
industry. 

It is hardly necessary to point out 
to the authorities in Washington the 
need of not only maintaining the 
present tariff, but increasing it,' inso- 
'ar as the effect of Japanese compe- 
'ition is concerned. When nearly 
700,000 pounds of jauanese swordfish 
■ire landed in Boston at a cost of 
Jtoout 7 cents a pound, it brings home 
the danger of low cost competition by 
1 foreign country. 

His Excellency the Governor, with 
lis interest— ■m-WitwffifflTlsetts pro- 
lucts and Ma,ssachusett,s industries 
las taken action to ,«ee that more I 
ocal fi.sh is served in the institu- 
lons of the Commonwealth. Despite 
-he fact that it has been a .staple 
article of diet, he feels that it can

which the state can aid, is by the

Charges by Governor's Coun- 
sel Also Accuse liim of Tak- 
ing 70 Quarts of Liquor. 

BOSTON. March 26 (yP)— Charges 
of dereliction of duty will be 
pressed against Eugene C. Hultman, 
former police commissioner of Bos- 
ton, at the hearing on Apnl 3 at 
which Govcinor James M. Curley 
will seek to oust him from his pres- 
ent post as melropolitan district 
chairman. 

A hill nt specifications containing 
19 counts and many sub-divisions 
was sent to llultmnn's counsel, 
Clarence Barnes, late today by 
John P. Feeney, personal counsel to 
Governor Curley, who is to prose- 
cute the eommis.sioner before the 
Executive Council. 

The charges included numerous 
allegations of wasteful use of city 
equipment, time and labor on Hult- 
nian's Duxbury estate; unlawful re- 
moval for h~ personal use of 70 
quarts of seized liquor; award of 
police contracts to others than the 
low bidders; abolition of the head- 
quarters narcotic squad; laxity in 
permitting subordinates to turn Jn 
reports that were neither honest 
nor thorough; laxity in permitting 
fingerprint records and photographs 
of gangsters to be "surreptitiously" 
taken from official (iles; and failure 
to proceed against gambling estab- 
lishments and hou.ses of ill tame.
